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to save 


Marconi and the 
Victorian Soccer 
Federation are trying 
hard this week to 
save the proposed 
tour by Italian league 
leader AC Milan. 

The tour was put in 
jeopardy when the 
NSW Federation re- 
fused to play against 
the brilliant Italians. 

All looked lost until ““Soc- 
cer Action” contacted Mar- 
coni president Toni Labboz- 


zetta seeking help to salvage 
the tour. 


Mr Labbozzetta said Mar- 
coni was- willing to play 
against Milan, even if the 
Federation was not. 


Then began negotiations 
on the match fee and on 
creating a free weekend for 
the match, 


So if the Milan tour comes 
off after all — and it is not yet 
certain — Italian soccer fans 
have Marconi and the Victor- 
ian Soccer Federation to 
thank for it. 

Milan, the club of Glanni 
Rivera, agreed to tour for 
three matches for a total of 
$150,000. 

Negotiations with Milan 
were conducted by VSF 
chairman Michael Weins- 
tein who is also vice-presi-'* 
dent of the Australian Soccer 
Federation. 

The VSF took the lion’s 
share of responsibility, agree- 
ing to pay $50,009 towards 
the total cost. NSW was to 
contribute $45,000 and 
South Australia $25,000. 
Victoria was willing to under- 
write the game in Adelaide. 

When NSW “chickened 
out’, Victoria faced the 
choice of paying the entire 
$150,000 which would have 
been unthinkable, or asking 
Milan to come here for only 









one match to which Milan 
would certainly not have 
agreed. 

Weinstein spoke angrily 
against the NSW Federation 
for withdrawing its support 
for the tour. He argued quite 
rightly that Sydney had an 
Italian population big enough 
to make the Sydney game 
profitable. 

More to the point, if NSW 
is not willing to gamble on a 
great club like Milan, it will 


never gamble on anything,. 


meaning the Sydney public 
will continue to be served 
touring teams that are below 
top class.

Originally, AEK asked for too much money, but finally a lower 
amount was agreed upon and further negotiations will deter- 
mine when AEK would make its trip and how many games it 

. would play here. 

However, the experience of the past has shown it is very 
difficult to tie a Greek team down to a firm commitment. What 
is certain is that the tour would be a tremendous hit with Greek 
people in Australia. 

Obviously the co-operation of the ASF and Philips League is 
essential for the tour to go ahead, as the PSL competition 
would have to be interrupted for at least one weekend. 

AEK is in third position in the Greek championship after 
having beaten Panahaiki 2-1 last weekend. Aris is first with 41 
points and AEK is two points behind. 

AEK features the great Papsiouannous, the league's top 
scorer Mavros who-has notched 20 goals so far, Yugoslav 
international Dusan Bajevic, striker Nikoloudis, Uruguayan 
international Viera, Greek international Ravoussis who was 
here with the Greek national team in 1978, forward-midfielder 
Ardizogiou and the Cypriot Toz0s who spent time with the 
Arsenal reserves in-England. 

Coach is Andreas Stamadiatis who replaced Ferenc 
Puskas recently.

ft would come as no sur- 
prise at all if Green Gully Ajax 
supporters called for goalkee- 
per Lou Denys to receive a 
knighthood. 


it was Denys, the man who 
said he had ‘lost his confidence’ a 
month ago, who won the 1979 
Ampol Cup for Ajax. 


Forget about all the pre-match 
planning, the near misses and the 
action during 110 minutes of 
play. When it all boils down, it 
was Denys’ brilllant save from 
Brian Monaghan during the pen- 
alty showdown which won the 
cup for Green Gully. 


Denys dived [ow to his left to 
stop Monaghan's spot kick, then 
hurriedly grabbed the loose ball 
before it rolled over the goal line. 


Ajax striker David Perkin then 
converted the vital spot kick 
which clinched a victory on penal- 
ties by 2 5-3 margin Alex 
McPherson saved his first shot. 
but was judged to have moved. 
Perkin made no mistake the 
second time. 
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Apart from his inspired per- 
formance in the showdown, 
Denys was a hero with some of 
the saves he made during the 
game. 


The story of the Ampo! Cup 
final is more complex when all is 
tevealed. 


For most of the encounter, the 
teams were wrestling rather than 
assaulting one another. The de- 
fensive strategies, of both 
coaches were successful, mean- 
ing key players were blunted and 
the game was a tight effair. 


Ajax player-coach BIN Vojtek 
did a major re-organisation in his 
backline. 


Speedy full back John Patten 
was assigned the job of marking 
Slavia and state forward Jamie 
Paton, and centre back Mick 
Klarin given the task of shadow- 
ing centre forward Steve Aldrid- 


Right back Peter Donaldson 
had to block winger Jim WVil- 
liars. 


The reshuffle meant Ajax didn't 
have a left back. Slavia doesn't 
play with an orthodox right wing- 
er, but midfielder Jim Train often 
bursts through down that flank. 


To counter” this, Vojtek had 
John Cain as the loose man in 
defence and Instructed midfielder 
lan McCarthy to play a defen- 
sive role on the left. 


Slavia coach Harry Chatkitis" 
main ploy was to put midfielder 
Brian Tuft onto Vojtek. Centre 
back Glenn Westley marked 
striker Steve Carr and right back 
Frank Thompson held a tight 
reign on Perkin. 


At the end of the night, Brian 
Tuft emerged as the best ‘police- 
man 

Tuft put Vojtek completely out 
of business after the opening 15 
minutes. when Vojtek made a few 
runs from the midfield and twice 
sent good passes to striker Andy 
Segi-.

Tuft stuck to Vojtek like glue 
and cut the number of times he 
was in position to receive the ball. 
Credit to Tuft for the way he didn't 
jose his opponent, who is much 
faster and more mobile. 

However, Vojtek encaped 
long enough to fire home a 
vital goal in the second half of 
extra time. The Ajax play- 
er/coach latched onto a defan- 
sive clearance in the Slavia 
erea and blasted the ball past 
goalkeeper Alex McPherson. 


But Tuft shouldn't be blamed 
for Vojtek scoring, as it was the 
poor clearance that gave Vojtek 
the opportunity. 

The duels between Patten and 
Paton and Klarin and Aldridge 
finished all square. The Slavia stri- 
kers werent given the space or 
time to create havoc as they did 
against Croydon City in the semi- 
finals, 

The defenders did their jabs 
well in this respect, but still Al- 
dridge and Paton created several 
good chances for goals, only to be 
thwarted by Denys or, as on two 
occasions, the woodwotk. 

Jim Williams won his battle 
with Donaldson but it had no 
great bearing on the game. Don- 
aldson wasn't ‘skinned’, but Wil- 
fiams did get away a few times. 

However, Williams sent over a 
few telling crosses, and on most 
occasions beat Donaldson too far 
up the field to immediately threat- 
en the Ajax goal. 

Credit for this must go to the 
other Ajax players on the right 
side who pressured Williams if he 
looked dangerous.

All night, 
McCarthy hit diagonal balls to 
players in space, was there to 
back up other midfielders in 
trouble, opened up play with deft 
flicks and had the gritty deter- 
mination to win the hard:ball. 

He deserves two Ampol Cup 
winner's medals for his contribu- 
tion. 

With Lou Denys, McCarthy 
is the man whose ability and 
guts sent the Ampol Cup to St 
Albans for the first time. 

At the other end of the scale, 
Willie Vassallo did very little. He 
has struggled throughout the 
Ampol Cup series and his future 
must be in the balance. 

Slavia had- John Yzendoorn 
as its best player. He gave the 
defence solidarity, as well as 
creativeness. 
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Thompson was @ tight, resolute 
defender, and Jim Train had a 
good game in the middle of the 
park, and later a full back when 
Dave Pye went off injured. 

Paton and Aldridge were dan- 
gerous and with more luck could 
have been match-winners. 

However, Alex McPherson 
had a poor game in goals. His 
anticipation for high balls were 
shocking, and he had several 
Slavia players with their 
hearts in their mouths when 
he went up for a cross. 

He spilled several, which could 


have cost goals, then made an_ 


embarrassing blunder in the eight 
minute of extra time when he 
threw a clearance straight to 
Carr, who was on the edge of the 
penalty area. Luckily for Slavia, 
Carr shot hastily and wide of the 
post. 
But McPherson did make two 
good saves late in the game to 
restore his credibility slightly. 

By my reckoning each team 
had five great goalscoring chan- 
ces, apart from the extra time 
goals which they scored.

in Scotland and who later 
coached at Celtic. He and Len 
McKendry were on the same 
English FA coaching course.” 
McKendry helped conduct 
many of Slavia’s training ses- 
sions last season, using the 
sessions as work towards the 
Preliminary Coaching Badge. 
Only a few of the players 
gained the Badge. Paton was 
among those who didn’t. 
Paton continued his asso-

In all this action it was hard to 
single out a “star — but it may 
have to be referee Tony Bosko- 
vic. 

There's no doubt about it, the 
diminutive FIFA referee has a 
knack for being the centre of at- 
tention every now and again. 

This time Sydney City felt his 
wrath and their players and offi- 
cials were extremely irate about it 
after the match. 

For the record, Kevin Mullen, 
having one of his better games at 
right full-back, got cautioned for a 
foul in the 24th minute and got 
his marching orders 18 minutes 
later for swearing.

The crowd was treated to prob- 
ably the best five goals that one 
could ever wish to see in one 
game. 


The league leaders at the start 
of the game, Brisbane City In- 
itiated the proceedings after only 
seven minutes. Playing with the 
advantage of a strong southerly 
wind, Low unleashed a thirty 
metre drive that completely decei- 
ved Phil Dando in the Newcastle 
goal. 


A reversal Hke this would 
probably have put paid to any 
chance Newcastle United had 
of salvaging anything out of 
the game in 1978. 


But not this team, which has 
more experienced, more class and 
above all more character than the 
team United fielded in 1978. 


Once again it was the maestro 
Col Curran that started the rivival 
when inthe 15th minute he beat 
Rathmell and unleashed a 40 
metre diagonal swerving shot that 
left Kim Wishart stranded. 


Newcastle United was unex- 
pectedly on level terms.

Australian soccer 
had its roots planted 
by the migrant popu- 
lation as early as the 
beginning of the cen- 
tury. The very first 
clubs formed bore 
the names of English, 
italian and Greek 
football clubs and the 
game as such re- 
mained for decades 


“strictly European’’. 


it was no surprise to see 
the continuation of the trend 
in the fifties and the sixties, 
with names like Prague, 
APIA, Hakoah, Budapest, 
Croatia, Yugal, etc. 

For most of the large mi- 
grant groups, such as Italian 
Greek or Yugoslav, it was 
easy to establish a soccer 
club, as they had the numbers 
to support and carry the club 
financially. 

For a number of Hungarian 
migrants who landed on Aus- 
tralian shores in the late fort- 
ies, it was hard enough to 
make ends meet, let alone 
think of the glory that soccer 
clubs used to achieve back 
home. 

But love of the game found 
a number of willing partici- 
pants playing soccer each 
afternoon in the vast area of 
the Bathurst holding camp. It 
was here that a few Hun- 
garian migrants laid the foun- 
dations for what was to 
become one of the best clubs 
in the history of Australian 
soccer. 

The club was formed and 
named in honour of that great 
Hungarian club, Ferencvaros. 
It was properly registered 
with the New South Wales 
Soccer Football Association 
but since the application was 
lodged far too late for the 
1950 season, the club had to 
sit it out for the year, playing 
only in friendlies. 

The following year Ferenc- 
varos won the “New Austral- 
ian Cup” and finished second 
in the Metropolitan League,

In 1952, Ferencvaros grad- 
uated to the NSW Associ- 
ation’s Division Two but had 
to drop its “foreign” name at 
the order of the Association 
and adopt the less “offensi- 
ve” name of Europa. 

In 1953, the club had on 
its books a number of great 
European plyers. Dr Lindtner 
was an ex-First Division 
player from Yugoslavia, while 
Joe Viasits was a member 
of Hungarian First Division 
team NSC. Arpad Tuson 
was once on the books of Fe- 
rencvaros while Kern, Ben- 
edek and Both also played 
for top Hungarian teams. 

Having to battle with the 
Association’s bosses, the club 
did not go far during the 
1953-55 period but joined 
forces with Prague, Hakoah 
and Sydney Austral to stage a 
successful revolution and 
form the NSW Federation of 
Soccer Clubs in 1957. 

Europa joined the newly- 
formed Federation, re-formed 
and named Budapest Soccer 
Club in honour of the Hun- 
garian capital. 

The club’s first elected 
committee in 1957 was:

Marcel Nagy, the former 
treasurer and president of the 
Hungarian Football Associ- 
ation was appointed manag- 
ing director of the club. He 
was also life president of the 
club till his death in 1971. 

Soon after the formation of 
Budapest Soccer Club, the 
committee was joined by 
Alex Pongrass who would 
‘prove to be a most valuable 
gain. In these early years, the 
club badly néeded someone 
who could lay down plans for 
4 more secure and brighter 
future. 

It was largely due to his 
efforts that the social club 
was born. 

Never claiming to be an 
expert in football, Alex 
Pongrass like. most people, 
formed his own opinion of 
what went on about the 


soccer arena. With his busi- 
ness expertise and drive for 
success, he let the experts 
run the football while he con- 
centrated on completion of 
the club house. he acquired 
the money for the building 
and saw the project to its 
climax. With extensions com- 
pleted in the early seventies, 
the club is certainly one of the 
best soccer houses in the 


land and a tribute to its presi- 
dent. 

While one cannot help 
wondering where St George 
would be today without Alex 
Pongrass it is also hard to 
imagine the club’s existence 
but for Les Bordacs. 


One of the founder-mem- 
bers, Bordacs has become 
one of soccer's elder states- 


men, not justin Sydney but in 
Australia. Few can match his 
enormous administrative 
knowledge. It was a fitting 
tribute when, in 1969, he 
was made assistant manager 
of the Australian World Cup 
team for visits to South 
Korea, Mozambique and Is- 
rael.

Despite these lucrative offers, Kmecevic still sees 
more glamour in the green and gold of the 
Socceroos than the flash and sparkle of the 
Sounders. 

Eddie Kmcevic was born in Geelong, Victoria on 
August 14, 1960. He’s 18 years old but already has 
represented his country, been on three overseas 
soccer tours and had a club splash out more than 
$10,000 for his services. 

Not bad for a player who was playing State 
League reserve soccer in 19771! 

Today he has the worid at his feet. 

Has the rise to fame affected Krncevic? 

“No way”, he answers resolutely. “I'm not on any 
Star trip, or taking a big-headed attitude. Socer’s my 
life and I'm taking success as it comes. 

“Living in Sydney is hard at times because | miss 
my family and my friends.

Juventus where he played for three years as a junior. 


He represented Victoria in the under 13, 14 and 
16 age groups, during which time he started his 
soccer travels. 


One year it was Orange, New South Wales, then 
down to Tasmania the next. They were minor 
journeys compared with Eddie’s globe-trotting these 
days. 

In the under 16 State championships held in 
Victoria, Krncevic scored eight goals, but Victoria 
could manage only third place. ~ 

In the under 14 championships, Kmcevic played 
against Craig Johnston of New South Wales. 
Johnston is now making a name for himself with 
First Division club Middlesborough. 

Kmcevic joined the re-grouped Croatia as a 16- 
year-old. During 1977, he spent most of his time in 
the reserve team, with the occasional appearance 
on the substitute’s bench for the first team. 

At the beginning of 1978, Essendon Croatia sold 
centre forward George McMillon to Preston 
Makedonia for $6,000 which paved the way for 
Krcevic.

In everything he does, especially with training. 
He Improved my game with his coaching.”

More worrying to Kmcevic was that he could 
miss the Australia Schoolboys tour of America.

Eddie’s love for soccer was evident at this time. 
He had left school at 15 to do a hairdressing 
apprenticeship but gave up his job to return to 
schoo! so he would qualify for the schoolboys trip.

The injury during 1978, plus the time away in the 
States meant Krncevic missed a lot of Croatia's 
games. !n all he played 21 games and scored 16 
goals.

Take for example the Just con- 
cluded Ampol Cup, once one of 
the most prestigious events on 
the NSW soccer calendar. 

This year, the NSW Soccer 
Federation has almost managed 
to reduce the Ampol Cup final to a 
“family affair, with the total ex~- 
clusion of the soccer public — if 
only it wasn't for the cussedness 
of the hard-core fans, seemingly 
determined to attend, no matter 
what. 

No other interpretation can be 
Qiven to the incredible decision to 
hold the Sydney City v Melite 
Eagles final at 9.15 pm on a 
Thursday night.

The organisers did their best to 
discourage us from attending too 
many of their games in the future 
by thoughtfully keeping the gates 
locked at the Centennial Park end 
of the Sports Ground before the 
kick-off. 

This was annoying enough in it- 
self, | suppose, but it has been 
done before for the sake of keep- 

‘ing down the costs of staging the 
match (no gate attendant, you 
see}). 

However, on this occasion they 
added a diabolical twist. 

The gates were also locked for 
exit from the ground by the time 
this weary joumo dragged his 
body homewards after the game. 


Thus, on arrival and departure, 
we were faced with a long lonely 
trek in pitch darkness to and from 
the Moore Park gates.

So, imagine my surprise at the 
attitude of their overwhelmingly 
Maltese fans, who chose to ruin 
the occasion and leave a bitter 
taste in the mouths of all true 
sportsmen and women with their 
behavior after the final whistle 
and throughout the presentation 
ceremony. 

Bad enough to jeer and boo 
when one of soccer's best, and 
certainly its longest standing 
sponsor, Ampol Petroleum, sends

worse to hear the constant 
stream of foul, racist In- 
dignities hurled at Sydney City 
officials and players by crowds 
of Melita ‘‘supporters’’, in- 
cluding family groups of hus- 
bands, wives and their young 
children. 

To use some postic licence, 
one can presume that the family 
which hates, together, stays to- 
gether. 

So, what is to happen to the 
Ampoi Cup ff it is to regain some 
of its former standing as a major 
compatition in NSW? 

For starters, the Cup must be

size. 

it is bad enough to see some of 
our top teams playing in 'pte- 
season form, but when clubs like 
Revesby Workers and Kuringai 
are also thrown in for good meas- 
ure, the whole thing becomes just 
a bit too much to bear at times. 

Add to this the expansion of the 
programme into the daytime mid- 
summer heatwaves of January 
and Fabruary — necessitated by 
the avalanche of fixtures — and 
you end up most of the time with 
little better than glorified trial 
matches at highly inflated admis- 
sion charges in ludicrous climatic 
conditions. 

Noel Coward wrote a song 
about this, but even mad dogs 
stay away from this kind of foo- 
lishness. 

| would suggest restricting the 
Ampol Cup to PSL clubs and the 
top teams in the State League. 
with all matches played at night. 

There's no reason why this 
couldn't be done; in Victoria, 12 
clubs competed for the Ampol 
money this year, while South 
Australia had eight teams only. 


Such a system would be fairer 
to the players, coaches, the spon- 
sor and, of course, the sadly ig- 
nored soccer fan. 


Presently, “Mr Soccer Fan” 
seems not to figure in most of our 


administrators’ calculations, al- <% 


though soccer — like all other pro- 
fessional sports — is touted as en- 
tertainment. 

The NSW Soccer Federation 
will simply have to pull its pants 
up if itis to be taken seriously as a 
promoter of the game in Australia. 
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Terry Smith managed to get his head 
to It and the ball flew to the far post for 
Steve O'Connor to dive and head It 
just inside the post. 

Melita attacked furiously for the next 
25 minutes and managed to create a 
couple of opportunities. In the 72nd 
minute. Colin McAusiend raced past 
lan Souneas before crashing a flerce 
drive towards Citys gost.
